Q You witnessed the persccution of the Jews in that town? 

A Yess 

Q I would like you to tell the Court about this, 

A When the Germans seized my town, Vilna, there were about 80,000 Jews 
in the town. In the streets of Vilna were formed Sonderkommandos, the chiefs 
of which were Schweineberg and Martin Weiss. The leaders of the Sonder- 
kommandos, or, as the Jews called then, "Hunters", broke into the Jewish 
houses, dragged away the men, told them to take with them a piece of soap and 
a towel, and drove them towards the village of Panariai, 8 kilometers away 
from Vilna, from whence hardly anybody returned. 

When the Jews found out that their families had not returned, a large 
part of the population hid, However, the Germans care with police dogs, 
found them, and those who did not want to go were shot on the spot. 

I must also say that the extermination of the Jews was carried out quite 
lawlessly. 

On the 8th of July there was issued an order which stated that all Jews 
should wear a white marking on their chest. This order was signed by the 
commander of the town of Vilna, Helferrich, but on the second day some other 
commandant, named Neumann, issued another order that they should not wear this 
marking, but they sbonld wear a yellow star, 

Q And what did this yellow star marking nean? 

A That meant a yellow star cn tae chest and on the back, in order to 
distinguish the Jews from the other inhabitant: of tne town. 

On ihe third day there was agaih a now marking. One had to wear a blue 
ribbor. with 2 white star 

lhe Jews did not know which insignia to wear, and those who did not wear 
this sign, as was ordered by the Germans, were immediately arrested and we 
never saw them again, 

On the 17th of July, 12h1, I witnessed a large pogrom in Vilna in 
Novgorod Strect. The inciters of this pogrom were Schweineberg and Martin 
Weiss, whom I have already mentioned, Herring and Faulhaber, who was the Chief 
of the Gestapo. They surrounded this district with Sonderkommandos ; they 


drove all the men into the street, told them to take off their belts and to 
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put their hands on their heads$ that is, to hold their hands on their heads, 
When that ordet had been complied with, they were sent to the Rokishka prison. 
But when the Jews started marching off, their trousers slipped down and they 
could no longer walk, and those who tried to hold up their trousers with their 
hands were immediately shot on the spot in the street. I saw with my own 
eyes how, when the whole column had moved off, the bodies of about 100 or 150 
shot persons lay about in the street, and rivulets of blood ran down the 
street as if it had rained with red drops. 

In the first days of August 1941, one German saw me in the street of 
Welikomirj where I was going to visit my mother. He told me, "Go with me, 
anc you will act in the circus," When I went with him I saw that another 
German was driving an old person along the street, and a third German was 
holding a young boy. When we reached the old synagogue of the street I 
saw that logs were stuck up in the shape of a pyramid in the square. One Germay 
took out his revolver and told us to take off our clothes. When we were | 
naked, he lit a match and set fire to this stack of wood, Then another 
German came to us and told us that we should dance around this bonfire and 
that we should sing Russian songs, The three Germans stood behind us, and 
with their bayonets they forced us towards the fire and laughed, When we 
hed nearly lost consciousness the Germans went awaye 

I must say that the mass extermination of the Jewish people in Vilna 
began at the moment when Bezirkskom;iissar Hans Hincks arrived, as well as 
the Referant, or the reporter on the Jewish problem, Maurer, 

„On the 3lst of August, under the direction of Bezirkskommissar Hincks —

A (Continuing) Under the direction of Hincks and Maurer, the Sonderkommandc 
surrounded the old Jewish quarter of Vilna. On Rudnitskai Street, Jewish 
Street, Shafzell Street, German Street and others, were led about eight to ten 
thousand Jews. I was ill at that moment and was Sleeping, but suddenly I fedt 
the lash of a whip on me, "hen I jumped up from my bed I saw that Schweineberg 


was standing in front of me and that a big dog was with him. He was beating 
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everybody, and setting us all to run out into the street, When I was out 
in the street I saw a large number of women and children and aged persons; 
all those who lived in these houses, Sehweineberg and the Sonderkomnandos 
surrounded all this crowd, and he said that he was taking us to the Ghetto, 
but of course, as all the Germans said, this was again a lie, 

When we were going through the town at night, in columns, and were led 
towards the Rokishka prison, we all understood that this was not bhe Ghetto,

but that it meant death. When we arrived at the Rokishka prison, near the 
so-called Rokishka market, I saw a line of German soldiers with white sticks, 
who were standing there to receive use “hile we were passing them the soldiers 
started beating us, All those who fell, the other Jews were told to pick 
them up and to carry them to the prison. Near the prison I managed to 
escape, I swam over the River Vilia and hid in the house of my mother, 

My wife, who was in the prison and who managed to escape later on, 
told me that she saw there the well known Jewish scientist Noa Hatraluzi, 
who was dying, as well as the president of the Jewish Society of Vilna, Dr, 
Jacob Ragodski, as well as the young Jewish historian, Pjotzkond, as well 
as the well-known artists Hash and Kadisch, who were already dead. 

The Germans flogged, looted and then drove away their victims to the 
village of Panariai, 

On the 6th of September, at 6 o'clock in the morning, a thousand 
Germans, led by Bezirkskommissar Hincks, and by Maurer, Schweineberg, Martin 
Weiss anc others, surrounded the whole town, broke into the Jewish houses, 
and told the inhabitants to take only that which they could carry off in their 
hands, and go out into the street, Then they were driven off to the Ghetto, 
When they were passing by Welikomirj Street, and I was standing there, I saw 
the Germans had also brought sick Jews from the hospital, who wore blue hos pita 
robes. They put them in front of the column, and a German newsreel operator 


was driving in front of the column and he was filming this scene, 
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I must say that nct all the Jews were driven into the Ghetto, Hincks 


didthat wilfully, with designe He drove the inhabitants of one strect to the 


Ghetto, and the inhabitants of ancther street to the villag cf Panariai. 


Thus, in the Ghetto cf Vilna the Gornans organized two Ghottos, The first 
Ghetto contained 29,000 Jews, and the second Ghetto about 15,000 Jews; 

is to say, abcut half the Jewish populaticn of Vilna did not reach the Ghetto 
but was shot on tho waye 

I resember how, whon we arrived at the Ghotto--

47 of tle Russian text). 

Before reading this part of my statement I would like to quote a fow 
short cxtracts from a document which has not as yet been read by our 
american colleagucs. The principal part of this document concerns expcri- 
ments which were described in detail by the American Prosecution from other 
cocumentse This document is lO0-IS. It refers to experiments by Dr. 
Raschere It is submitted to the Tribunal as a photostatic copy, which in- 
cludes a scrics of documents, I quoto two paragraphs from this document, 

These two paragraphs testify to the quite definito gravitation of Dr, 
Hascher to the Auschwitz Campe This extract is on page 149 of the document 
book, last paragraph. 

"It would be sinpler if I were transferred to the SS units and could 
visit the Camp of Auschwitz with my nephew, where I could more rapidly, by 
a series of experiments, solve the problem of warming frozen people who 
had been frozen on land, For those expsrinents Auschwitz is in every res- 
pect far better adapted than Dachau for the climate is colder there and 
the territory of the camp is larger. Besides it will attract less attention. 
The victims sometimes shout when they are being frozen. 

(This is a letter to the Reichsfuchrer SS) 

"If the honored Reichsfuehrer will understand the importance of the 
experiments which are taking place in Auschwitz, in Lublin cr one of the 
castern camps, I would request you to order me in the near future to go 
therc so that I could profit by the winter frost. 

"Heil Hitler, Yours faithfully and Sincerely, 

"Rascher", 

I would like to remind the Tribunal that this wish of Dre Rascher to 
go to .uschwitz was no accidental striving for in Auschwitz experiments 
were carried out on live persons that considerably outdid anything that 
was carried out in Dachau or other camps of the Reich, was grcoatly inten- 


sified, and carried out cn a very large scale. 
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USSR Exhibit Number 8 has alrcacy been placed in the record, It is 
a report of the Extraordinary State Commission on the Monstrous Crimes 
of the German Government in Auschwitz. From the introductory part of this 
report we read this exeerpt on page 196 of that document book. I will 
read only one paragraph, 

"Special hospitals wore created in the camp, as well as surgical 
blocks, gynecological laboratories and other institutions. But they were 
organized not for the healing of the sick but for the extermination on 
peoplee The German professors ond coctors carried out in these buildings 
mass experiments on quite healthy ren, women and children. They carried 
cut experiments on sterilization of wowen, on the castration cf mon. The 
children they inoculated with cancer and typhoid as well as older people 
and observed the reacticns and finally they carried cout experiments with 
different poisons," 

I would like to stress that experiments on the sterilizetion and cas- 
tration of women and men were carried out on a particularly large scale. 
Special mass blocks in the camp were set aside for these experiments on 
sterilization and enastration. 

I will read two short excerpts from the report of the Extraordinary 
ate Commission, which the Tribunal will find on page 196 of the document 
joke 

"Experiments on women were carricd out in the hospitals of the 
suschwitz Camp. Up to four hundred interned women were interned in Block 10 
of the camp simultaneously and experiments on sterilization by x-raying and 
oy the subsequent removal of the ovaries were carried out, as well as 


-xperiments inoculating cancer in the neck of the uterus and forceful 


abortion, as well as experimentation on contrecting tissucs in the x-raying 


of the uterus." 

I skip one paragraph end continue: 

"In Block 21 the mass ex eriments on thecastration of men were carried 
jute In view of the study made of the possibility of sterilization by x-ray, 
the castrati n was carried out after a certain tine had elapsed after the 
x-raying. Similar experiments on X-raying and castration were carr ied out 


by irofessor Schumann and Dre Dicringe Very often cperations consisted in 
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removing the testicles after xeraying." 

I beg the Tribunal to allow me, in order to prove the scale of the 
expcriments, to read short excerpts from the statement of the Dutch Doctor 
De Vint, which is already in the record as USER Exhibit 52, Iwill nct 
road the statement in full but will only read the numerical Cata. This 
numerical data concerns only one block, Block 10 in Auschwitz, 

These are the numbers cf people interned in this block: fifty women 

f different naticnalities who arrived in larch 1943; one hundred Greek 


women who arrived in March 1913; one hundred ten Belgian women who arrived 


in April 1943; fifty French women wh. arrived in July 1943; fifty French 


women whe arrived in Auruet 1943; one hundred Dutch women wh: arrived 
on the 15th of Peptember 1913 and one hundred Dutch women who arrived a 
week later, and finally twelve Folish women. 

I will quote a further excerpt from the statement of the Dutch Doctor 


De Vint, which hasbeen submitted to the Tribunal

"'In the nonth of July 1943 I,and with me 10 other Grooks, were 
mentioned on a list and sont to Birkenau., There we wore undressed 
and sterilized by xeraying. A month lator we were summoned to a 
central station of the camp whore all sterilized wore castratod,!" 

I believe that it is not an accidontal thing that tho cx xperinents 
on people began with sterilization and castration. This was a quite 
natural result of the theoretical principles of Gernan Fascisn, 
interested in the impeding of birth among those people which they 
considere? to bo vanquished. 

I would now liko to quote a short excerpt from Rauschnigg's 
book, "The Voice of Destruction," which has already been submitted to 
the Tribunal. This extract was not yet read into the record, and the 
Tribunal will find it on page 207 of tho document book. 

Hitler said to Rauschnigg: "And by removal I do not necessa wily 
mean the destruction of these people. I shall s 
measures to dan their groat natural fertility." 

I skip three scntences and quote this: 

"There are many ways systematically and comparatively painless, or 
at least at any rate bloodless, of causing undesirable races to die 
out,"

"It was decided that the Gypsy woman, Lusia Strasscin, had the 
right to live here only if she will be sterilized. She will be told about 
this, and the result should be submitted to us. /Frank/ Lieutenant 
of tre District Security Police", and then head of the Security Police. 

The second document is a memorandum from the First irefecture of 
Libau, Graus, and thehead of the Security Folice. The text: 

"I am returning your memorandum of 10 December 1941 recar?óing the 
sterilization of the Gypsy woman, Lusia Strassdin. I wish bo state 
that this person on 9 January of this year was sterilized in this hos- 
pital,"

A I was interned there for a year, until August 193. 

Q That means you are well acquainted with the treatment of the people 
established in this camp? 

A Yes, I was well acquainted with their treatment. 

Q I bez you to describe to the Tribunal this camp, 

A Transports arrivec there incessantly -- transports filled with Jews, 
These people came from different couhiries -= Czechoslovakia, Germany, Greece 
and Poland. Imediately after their arrival they were driven out of the 
trucks and lined up on a platform. All those who were driven from the 
trucks were divided into groups. Men, children and women were separated. 
All were to undress immeciately, undress naked, and this undressing continued 
under the blows of the whips of the German guarcs. The workers immediately 
took up all the clothes anc hauled them to barracks, and the people then were 
cbliged to go out to the gas chz:bers naked. 

Q I would like you to explain how the Germans called the gas chambers? 

A This street was called Himmelfahrt Street; that is to say, Ascension 
Street; that is to say, the road to heaven. If it interests the Court, I 
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drew up a plan of the camp of Treblinka, and can show the street to the 


Tribunal on this matter,

THE PRESIDENT: Do you think it is necessary to put in a pl^n of the 
camp, unless you particularly want to? z 
COLONEL SMIRNOV: Yes.

Q Why was their hair cut off? 

A Accordinz to these matters this hair was supposed to serve for the

TEE FRESIDENT: Do you mean that there was only 10 minutes between the 
time that they were lanced out of the trucks anc the time they were put into 
the gas chamber? 

IHE WITNESS: às far as men wer concerned, I am sure it did not last longe 
thon 10 minutes. 

QUESTIONS BY COIONEL SMIRNOV: 

Q Including the undressing? 

A Yes, including tho un?ressir-, 

Q Please tell us, witness, were the people brought to Treblinka in 
trucks cr in trains? 

À They were brought nearly always in trains, and only the people from 
neighboring villages were brought in trucks, and on the trucks were 
inscriptions "Expedition Speer," The trucks came from Sakolova, Vengrova 
anc other villages, 

Q Please tell us, subsequently what was the aspect of the station at 


Treblinka? 
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A At first there were no inscriptions whatever at the station, but a few 
menths later the commanier of the cam came in ut that period, and he built 
a first-class railroad station with inscrptions. And the barracks where the 


clothing was stored had inscriptions written on them, such as restaurant, 


telegraph and telephone, and there were even maps there with inscriptions 


of the schedule of the arrival and Ceparture of the trains to Berlin, to 


Warsaw, and so one 

Q Dic 1 rightly uncerstanc yous, witness, that sort cf an artificial 
station was built with inscriptions and train schecules, with the arrows to 
the platforms anc so on; is that ri ght? 

A When the persons descenced from the trains, they were persuaded they 
were at a very good station from where they could go to Vilna, Grodno or to 
ther townse 

Q And what happened later cn to these peoples; where were they taken to? 

Å These people were taken Cirectly along the Himmelfahrt Strasse to the 
gas chambers, 

Q äng tell us, please, how dic the Germans behave while killing their 
victims in Treblinka? 


A If you are speaking of the killings, every German zuard 
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had his bestiality. I remember only one example: ‘e had a Scharfuehrer 
Menz, whose bestiality was the guarding of the so-called "lazaret". In the 
lazaret were interned all week wo ^n or little children who cid not have 
the strengbh to go themselves to the gas chambers, 

Q Will you describe this lszaret to the Tribunal? 

å T his was a building which was fenced in with a wooden fence, 
and all women, aged persons, and sick children were brought there, Upon 
it was a large Red Cross flag, hanging over the door of this lazaret, and at 
the end of this building was the Slaughter of all persons who were brought

A -- she was in the last stage of pregnancy. She was brought to the 
hospital, was put on a grass plot, and several Germans came to watch this 
childbirth, This lasted two hours, hon the child was born, hicnz asked 
the grandmother of the mother whom she preferred to sce killed irst, the 
mother or the child, He first killed the baby, then the mother, and, finally 
the grandmother, 

Q Please tell us, witness, does the name Kurt Frank mea anything 

This man was the assistant commandant of the comp, the deputy to 
Stengel, Kurt Frank was known for having published in Janusry 1943, a 
report that stated that a million Jews had been killed in Treblinka, and 
Was promptly promoted from the rank of Ooersturmfuchrcr to Obersturmbannfuchrc 
Q I beg you to relate to tho Tribunal how Frank killed the sister 


of Sigmund Freud, Do you remember this incident?

On pare sixty-nine of the same report, which corresponds to page fifty- 
nine of the document bock, there is a description of the persecution of the 
Czech national church, which was pursued by the German-Fascists because of 
its name and because of its sympathy to Democracy and its relations to the 
creation of the Czech iiepublic, [he Czech neticnal church was entirely 
proaivited, and its property confiscated under Gorman compulsion in 19h0. 

The Frotestant Church in Czechoslovakia was als persceuted. This 
excerpt can be found on page eighty of the document b -ke 

"The Frotestant Churches were derrived the freedom to preach the Gospel. 
The German Secret State Folice watched closely whether the clergy observed 
the restrictions imposed on ite Nazi censorship went so far as to suppress 
hymns that praised Gode ome passages from the Bible were not allowed to 
be read in public at all. The Nazis strongly opposed some Christian doc- 
trinese They opposed some Christian doctrines being promulgated from the 
pulpit, more cspecially those about the quality of all men before God, the 
universal character of the church, an? the Judaic orisins of the Gospel. Even 
religicus text bocks were modified. Church Laders were especially . pro- 
secutec Scores of ministers were imprisoned in German concentration camps, 
among them the secretary of the Student Christian Movement in Czechoslovakia. 


f the devout presidents of this movement was executed," 
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On page sixty-eight of this report we find information as to the 
prosecution of the Catholic Church of Czechoslovakia. This excerpt is 
on page seventyenine of the document book, sscond paragraph. I qucte a 
shcrt excerpt. 

"In the territory amnexed to Germany after the hunich Pact a number 
of priests of Czech origin were robbed of their property and expelled, 
Filgrimazes to national shrines were prohibited in 1939, At the -utbrcak 
of the war 437 Catholic priests were ameng the thousands of Czech patriots 
arrested and sent to eoncentrati n camps as hostiges. Generally, 
ecclesiastical cignat-ries were drac ed to concentration camps in Germany. 
It was a common sicht on the road near concentrati n camps to see a priest 
dressed in rags, exhausted, pulling a cart, and behind him a youth in 
Sá or SS uniform, whip in hanca" 

he Folish believers and clergy also suffered very crude persecution. 

This is on page ten of the docurent book, 

"By January 1941 -beut 700 priests were killed; 3,000 were impris:ned 
or in concentration camps. The versecuticn «f the clergy began imme diately 
after the seizure of Poland hy tno Germans, The cay after the occupation 
of Warsaw the Germans arrested soms 320 priests. In Zracau the closest 
collaboratcrs of Archbish p E nsigno" Sapeca were arrested and sent to 
Germany. e tev, Canon Üzeplizid, ace eighty-five, and his entourage 
were executed in 

Ihe report of the Poli: l ions the following words 
of Cardinal Gl-ne 

"The clergy are the mst harshly persecuted. Those who have been pere 
mitte? to shiy are subjected to humiliation and are paralyzed in their 
exercise of their pastoral duties an^ stripped of their benefices and of 
all their rights. They were entirely at the mercy of the Gestapos" 

On the territory of the Soviet Union the persecution of religion and 
af priesthcod took the form cf blasphemy of the churches, the destruction 
of sanctuaries, and the murder of priests,

A At the beginning of the bleckade I was in charge of the George

I saw myself how about fifty persons -- I don't know exactly how many -- 
people who had been my parishioners -- I saw myself how they died right 
near the church. They hac left the church before the siren sounded "safe" 
and were shot immediately. In this sacred temple thousands of men were mur- 
dered, thousands of men died ^s a result of the German planes and German 
fire, For thousands cf them I said memorial services. An occan of 

was shed for them as a mexoriale. Our Metropolitan, alexis, escaped 
death by : i breadth when several shell fragments broke his own 
dwelling within the church. 

I do not want to taxe up too much time but I do want to say that 
the remarkable thing was that te most intensive artillery fire always 
took place on holy days when crowds worshipped in the churches. Hospitals, 
churches and ¢ther cultural and humanitarian institutions seemed to be 
the special target of the German firce It woul?take a long time, your 
Honors, to relate everything which I have scen, if I could ever tell any- 
one the whole long Look cf scrrcw and suffering and crime that I have seen. 

But I want to say in conclusion that the Russian people and the 
people of Leningrad have fulfilled their duty to their Fatherlond. They 
bore the strafing of the Gorman plancs. Throughout the German artillery 
bombardment there was creat organization, efficiency, courage, ¢evotion. 
All through it, the Church of God tried to console the parishioners by 


preaching the Word of God and by preaching sacrifice.

DODD: (of the United States frosecution): Mey it please the 
Tribunal, I have a few matters that will take but a few minutes, with 
respect to the record, 

In the course of the presentation of the 23rd of November 1915, per- 
taining to economic aspects of the conspiracy, certain documents were 
read from, but they werenot formally offered in evidences At that time 


the Tribunal indicated that sufficient time had not been allowed Counsel 


for the Defense to make an examination of these documents, and we did not 
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offer them, agreeing instead that we would make them available in the 
Defendants! Centre, We did so, and they have been there all of the time 
since. They should be formally offerede The extracts were reade There 
is no necessity of going through thet again, They are as follows: 

The first one referred to in the record was one bearing the number 
EC-1h, which we offer 2s USA Wxhibit 758. Extracts from this document 
were quoted on page 297 of the recorde 

The next one is EO-27, which we offer as USA Exhibit 719. Extracts 


from this document were qucted on pages 279 and 280 of the record, 


The third one is EC-28, which we offer as USA Exhibit 760. Extracts 


from this document were quoted on page 275 of the record. On that page 
the document was erronsously offered as USA Eghibit 23, but the correct 
number is USA Exhibit 760. 
EC-17l was quoted from on pages 303 and 30l of the record. ie 
offer that as USA Exhibit 761. 
EC-252. Extracts from that were quoted cn page 303 cf the record. 
We offer it as US. Exhibit 762, 
EC-257, Extracts from this document were quoted on page 303 of 
the record, We offer it as USA Exhibit 763. 
EC-hOh. We summarized and moted from this document on pages 291 and 
292 of the record. We now offer it as USA Exhibit 76h. 
n page 299 of the record, and we now offer 
it as SA Exhibit +No. 765, 
B167 was summarized, and also extracts were quoted from it on page 
298 cf the record, and we offer it as USA Exhibit No. 766, 
B203, extracts from it were quoted on pages 283 to 286 of the reccrd, 
we offer it as USA Exhibit No, 707. 
B204, which was qu-ted from on pages 286 anc 287 of the record is 
ffercad as USA Exhibit N.. 768. 
B206, extracts from this paper were quoted on pages 297 and 298 of 
the record, and we offer it 2s USA Exhibit Noe 769, 
Document D317, extracts were quoted from it on pages 289 and 290 
of the record, and we offer it as USA EXhibit No, 770. 
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Now ineaddition to these documents Lieutenant Bryson, who presented

the case e prosecution against the incividual defendant Schacht, 
offered in evidence the documents ECL37 and 258 in their entirety on the 
condition th^t the French and Russian translations subsequently would be 
filed with the Tribunal. Now ECL37 was assigned as USA Exhibit Nc, 62h, 
and EC 258 was assigned as USA Exhibit 625, anc the Tribunal ruled <n page 
2543 of the record that the documents would be received in their entirety 
only after the translati.ns had been ccimpleted. Copies of these documents 
in all four languages have been filed with the Tribunal, and in the Defen- 
dants! Infcra5ti n Center, and that was dore a few weeks ago. In accor- 
dance with the ruling of the Tribunal, we mw offer these documents in 
evidence in their entireiy , anc we assume that they will retain the 


numbers USA Exhibit No.62h, and USA Exhibit Nc, 625, 
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Also in the Trial Brief on the individual responsibility of the defendant 
Schacht, which wns recently submitted to the Tribunal ond to the defendants' 
counsel, reference is made to n few documents which have not already, or here- 
toforc, been offered in evidence. I think there is no necessity for taking the 
time of the Tribunal to read from these documents, end instead we have had 
pertinent extracts made available in German, French, Russian and English, and, 
copies in 211 the four languages have already been distributed to the Tribunal, 
and placed in the Defendants! Ih nation Center. They have these documents, 
and we ask that they be reecived in evidence. They nre EC384, which we offer 

Exhibit Noe 771, and EC406, which we offer os USA Exhibit No. 772. 
which is offere as USA Exhibit Noe 773. EC495 which is offered as USA 
Exhibit Noe 774.  EC497 which is offered as USA Exhibit Noe 775, 

In addition to the interrogation of the defendant Schacht, dated 11 July 
1945, which is one of th: 

Noe 776, and finally, with respect to this economic asnect of the file, we 
respectively ask that the socret minutes of the mceting of the Ministers, date: 
$0 May 1930, which are included as State documents Noe 1801-PS, and which is 
assigned USA Exhibit Noe 123, be reociveà in evidence in their entirety. Thes: 
minutes have been made available to the Tribunal, ond the defendants! counsel 
in all four languages. 

I also wish to refer to document Noe 1639-PS, which we offer as --- 

defendant Schacht. The prosecution has jus 
made the motion to pt in evidence a number of documents concerning the 
defendant Schacht, and they have to offer them at this timc. These documents 
are contained in a supplementary volume which we received after the special cas 
against the defendant Schacht had been finished, or a short time afterwards. 

I do not intend to protest against this procedure, but in my opinion this 
procedure provided by the Court, ond the Tribunal agreed with it, as a cone 

for the defendants counsel, that wo have to follow this procedure, ar 
we agree to that fact; but we have to be in a position also after finishing the 
whole caso, or proof in favor of our clients nt a later date to prevent intro- 


duction cf such materiel, or of documents, if they can still add in favor of 


our plans, 
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It is necessary, however, that wo should be in a position also to offer 
witnesses, and I should like to ask the Tribunal to make a decision to give us 
the information on this point. 

THE PRESIDENT: I shall say, Dr. Dix, the Tribunal 5olieves that the pro- 
sccution is entitled to apply, as they have applied, and *o have any of these 
documents admitted in evidence, and, similarly, that the defendants will be 
entitled to apply to hive any documents which they offer in evidence in pre- 
senting the individual defendants! cases, as they come t» an end, 

DR. DIX: Thank you, sire 

MR. DODD: ow I wish to refer to document bearins sur number 16398-PS, 
which we wish to offer as USA Exhibit Noe 777. For tho bonefit of the Tribunal 
this document is entitled "Mobilization Book for the Ciyil Administration," 
and a 1939 edition. It was published in February, or, about in February 1939, 
over the sirnature of the defendant Keitel, the Chief of the OKY. It is 
classified "Tor jt md s to thc higher Reich

the document runs to some 150 parcse To have had trarnsScted into English, 


Russinn and French pages 2 to 18, which gives the essential text of the docu- 
mente It appears froma statement in the document itself’, that the "Mobiliza- 
tion Book" had previously been issued, and was revised tinnunlly. This particu- 
lar book which we introduce, or offer to introduse, was effective the lst day 
of April 1939, and this was the operative basis that vas used for the mobiliza- 
tion calendar nt the time the Nazis launched their areression against Poland. 

However, we wish to relate it back primarily to ‘that part of the record 
derling with the Nazi plan and preparation for the 1yeression, because the 
"Mcbiligation Book" or such a "Mobilization Book" nad been in effect for a 
year prior to 1939. 

Secondly, we say it tics in with the secret Nagi Defense Laws of 1935 
and 1938 which are eontained in Documents 2: à 2194-PS, introduced bee 
fore the Tribunal as Exhibits USA No 24 and $6 respectively. 

Thirdly, it is another clear indication, we submit, of the Nazi plans and 


preparations for aggressivo ware That vortion of thc Prosecution's case denlir 


with Nazi preparations for serression was presented by Mr. Alderman of the 
PM 
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American Prosecution staff at the morning ond afternoon sessions of the Tribuno 
on November 27, 1945, ond may be found at pares 399 to 464 of the record. 

Inasmuch as this document has been translated into all four languages, we 
assume that it is not necessary to read it into the record, but we do wish to 
quote, however, directly, two extracts -- we will withdraw that. They are in- 
cluded in the translation and I see no necessity for reading them over the 
translation system. 

This document wis also, I might say, referred to by the Chicf Prosecutor 
for the United States in his opening address, and it is the only document there 
in referred to which has not been offered formally to the Tribunal in evidence, 

I should like to take up one other matter. I wish to move to strike one 
piece of evidence offered by the Prosecution and by an American member of the 
Frosecutione 

of January 1946, 
in the record was presented on behalf of the United States Chief Prosecutor. 
A further examination of this document indicates to us that there is some grave 
question as to its authenticity, althourh, of course, at the time we believed 
that it was authentic. Je have reason now for having crave doubt 

Therefore, we ask that the testimony appearing on pire 2760 of the record 
be stricken. It reads as follows -- it is only three brief paragraphse Quot- 


ng from the record at that pare, 

"Now, in coneludins the question of the ideological siznificance of the 
Hitler Youth, I wuld like to ask your indulgence while I make a short quotatic 
from that master ideological leader, the defendant Alfred Rosenberg, found in 
Document 130-PS, your document book pare 122, which is offered as U.S.Exhibit 
672. Rosenberg was making an answer to some inquiries of the defendant Bormanr 
about the expediency of initiating some legal proceedings against the churches 
in 1939. Rosenberg replied, apparently inclosing an article which he had writt 
the year before, and it is from this article that I wish to quote. Quoting frc 
the article, from Document 1308PSs 

"ve have made quite some progress in carrying the N.S. ideology to Cerman 
youthe But what there still left of Catholic youth are only small groups 


which will be absorbed as time coes one The Hitler Youth is the absorbing 
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sponge which nobody can resist. Furthermore, our program for educational 
categories of our schools has been built up already with such an antie 
Christian and anti-Jewish tendency that the renerations growing up now will be 
safe from the black swindle,'" 
That is the end of the quotation from the document. Then the prosecutor 
representing the U. S. Chief Prosecutor went on to say, quoting from that 
records 


is on pages 122 and 123. 
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:123, The document begins at page 122; all underlined in rod, I use that 
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extract, your Honor, in connection with the expectancy of these conspirators 


themselves with respect to the Hitler Youth and what it was to 4o to the 


minis of young Germans." 

That is the end of the quotation from the record, 

as I sai a minute ago, we cannot vouch for the authenticity of this 
document, and it was misunderstood when offered. Actually, it was found in 
the files of the defendant Rosenberg, but it amounts to a letter from the 
defendant Pornann to the defendant Rosenberg, enclosing what was a pamphlet 
or a throwaway or a scattorepsper, calling the defendant Kosenberg's attention 
to it, and this quotation was read from that pamphlet, so we ask that it be 


strickea from the record, and I assume there is no objection. 


this being struck out of the record? 

DR. THOMA: I have no objection to make, sir, 

THE PRESIDENT: Then it will be struck out. 

MR, DODD: I have only one last matter, which I am sure I can conclude 
before the usual recess time, 

In the course of the presentation of the individual case a»ainst the 
defendant Ribbentrop, our distinguished collearue Sir David Maxwell-Ffyfe, 
the Deputy Chief British Prosecutor, introduced Document 3358=PS as Exhibit 
GB-158. This was on the 9th day of January, 196, and may be found at page 
2380 of the record. 

This document is a German Foreign Office circular datei the 25th day of 
January 1939, and it is on the subject of the "Jewish Question as a Factor 
in German Foreign Policy in the Year 1938," Sir David road portions of this 
document into the record, including the first sentence of the full paravraph 
appearing on page 3 of the English translation of the document, 

I have discussed the matter with Sir David, an? he has very graciously 
agreed that we might ask the permission of the Tribunal to ada two more 
sentences to tho quotation which ho read, because we eel, and Sir David feels 
with us, that the additional two sentences which follow immediately the sentence 
which he read.add something to the proof with reference to the persecution of 


the Jews 2s related to crimes against peace, It is Cesircd, therefore, by the 
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Prosecution, that the entire paragraph on page 3 of tha ji Myglish.dransletion 
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of this document be considered as in evidence by the Tribunal, ana in accer?mcee 
with the ruling of the Tribunal generally made as t» other such situations, we 
submit now an English, German, French, and fussiste measLmtion of that entire 
paragraph to obviate the noce36 Tie orepea tno it, end the original, of course, 
is in the German lanruage, 

Tt is à very-beisf paragraph, but I donis think that the Tribunal would 
care to have me read it, even to take a mimite or twos It is alycady in the 


recorde It is orly-two sentences. It does not wrench anything from the text; 


in our opinion, it only adds a little to the proof, It you woul’ like to have 


it read, I ean do so, 
HE PRESIDENT: Yes, I think we would, 
DODD? The sentence read by Sir David reads as follows: 

"It is ecrtainly no coincidemce that the fateful year 1938 has brought 
nearer the-solution of the Jewish questioa simultancously with the realization 
of the idea cf greater Germany, since the Jewish policy was both the basis and 
conssquense af tho wwonts of the year 1938," 

That is the end of the sentenoe, and that i$ what was quoted by Sir David 
on the 9th day cf January, at page 2380. "e wish to add the following, beginning 
right after that sextonee: 

"The advance mate by Jewish influence and the destructive Jewish spirit 
in politics, economy, and culture, paralyzed the power and tho will of the 
German people to rise a ain, or perhaps even in the power policy opposition 
of the former enemy allied powers of the Worle Nar,” 

And we wish to add this second sentence which follows immediately, as 
well: 

"The healing of this sickness among the people was therefore certainly 
one of the most important requirements for exerting the force whichin the 
year 1938 resulted in the Jofxing together of greater Germany in defiance 
of the world," 

We felt that that would add something to our proof with respect to this 
persecution of the Jesw, 


Those are the only matters I have to bring up for the record, 
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Mr, Justice Jacks n's showing it to me, If it has not been done, it shall 


be done directly. It may have been overlooked, | 


THE PRESIDENT: I had a letter back from Mr, Justice Jackson saying that 
it should be done, 

MR, DODD: Yes, I recall it, 

THE PRESIDENT: And I will be glad if you will verify that it has been 
donee 

MR. DODD: I am afraid I must say that if it uasn't been done, it is 
prcbably my fault, I recall the Justice hancing it to me, and I think I 
passed it to Colcnel Taylor's organization, but I will check up on it and 
see that it is delivered. 

THE PRESIDENT: It will be an appropriate time for it to be done, I 
Should think, during the course of the argument on the organizations, if it 
hasn't been done, 

MR, DODD: Very well, 

THE PRESIDENT: And an afficavit accompanying it, showing how it has 
been made up, 

MR, DODD: Very well, your Honor, 

Lt, Margolies tells me he thinks it has just been sent a few days ago, 
but he is not certain, 

THE PRESIDENT: He thinks it has been cone? 

MR, DODD: He thinks so, but we will look into it. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well, 

Then, tomorrow morning at 10:00 otelock counsel for the Prosecution will 
be reacy, will they, to argue the case of the organizaticns which they asked 
to be declared criminal under Article 9 of the Charter? 

MR. DODD: The Prosecution is prepared to be heard tomorrow morning at 
10300 ofclock on that, 

THE PRESIDENT: And counsel fcr tne various organizations are prepared 
to argue against that? 

Then it is understood that at 10:00 o'clock tomorrow the Tribunal will 
sit for that purpose and will continue until the argument is concluded, 

DR, KUBUSCHOK (Counsel for tne Reich Cabinet): The counsel for the 
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organisations are ready, according to the suggestion of the Court, to enter 

ia the discussion of the case against their clients t morrow. The Prosecution 
has supported them in S2 far as they have presented the basic document for 

the accusation, 

In accordance with the suggestion of the Tribunal that not only should 
it be discussed tomorrow, but that these new legalistic questions should be 
discussed, in so far as they are relevant, for the examination of the extent 
anc the relevancy of the matters of proof, the defense counsel for the 
organizati ns will be very glac if the prosecution will make available to us 
the speech which they are going to make on legal questions, since we would 
like t» answer innédately, 

THE PRESIDENT: I con't know, but we haven't hag any Copy of any written 

know 
argument presented to us. I don't/whether counsel for the Prosecution would 
Say whether they have any written ar:ument, 

MR. DODD: Well, Sir Davic can soy much better for himself. What I was 
going to say is what I said previously, that I am inf rmed that he has already 
presented his cutline to both the Tribunal and to counsei, 

Nre Justice Jackson is still working on his remarks, and while he dia 
hope to submit a draft, late comvunicati nS were received only this morning 
from interested persons in the ier Department that have made it necessary for 
him tc work right up tc now, and therefore we are faced with the practical 
difficulty of not having a prepared Statement to submit, 

SIR DAVID MaAXWELL-FYFE:May it picase the Tribunal, I have prepared two 
appenciees which endeavor to cover the first two points in the Tribunalts 
statement of January, the elements cf criminality and the ecnnected 
defendants menti-ned in Article 9 of the charter, I have arranged that Copies 
in German ghould be given to all the defense counsel, I hope everyone has 
gct a copy, I have also arranged that copies be submitted to the Tribunal. 

I have added to that an aduendum showing the references to the transcript, 


anc in some cases to the Gocuments on each cf the points, and I am afraid that

I am afraid that it would be mechanically impossible to give a copy of the
